title from the school of medicine, and, like Francis | 
Galton, he displays a familiarity with the structure | 


and functions of the body which adds very much to 
the charm and the convincing force of his book. He 
has many points which favor him before the public, 
such as an earnest and withal a very clear and 
pleasant style; a subject which interests everybody 
and will draw everybody's attention so soon as the 
writer inspires confidence in his knowledge of the 
subject, which Mr. Checkley very shortly does. 
Then the means which he employs are simple and 
natural, and, being always at hand, leave the would- 
be physical reformer no excuse for missing his 
exercise. The theory put forth by Mr. Checkley is 
not new, but it is very strongly stated. It is, in 
short, that with the attention called to such points as 


the correct carriage of the body, the proper manner | 


of breathing and the repetition, morning and evening, 
for twenty minutes or so, of such motions as bring into 
play the muscles on which the daily routine makes no 
demand, not only the general health and power of 
sleep are improved, but also the physical strength is 
greatly increased, the tendency to corpulence checked 
and its unpleasant consequences avoided. 

Even were there no examples of the practical 


success of this system, its simplicity and reasonable- ° 
ness would take one captive, but the writer has seen. | 


a practical proof of its beneficent working on a short 
and very fleshy man, whose pursuits were so little 
favorable to the maintenance of the well- proportioned 
frame, and whose occupations were so exacting and 
numerous that he had fallen into that bourne of 
rotundity and flaccid muscles from which few can 
return. For years he had seriously projected correct- 
ing this evil by gymnasium exercise, but had never 
‘found the time,”’ and was rapidly tending towards 
the outline of a human sphere. Finally, this little 
book fell into his hands, and he made a determined 
effort to follow its precepts. 

Without subjecting himself to any unusual depriva- 
tion by diet, he began rapidly to reduce his excessive 
corpulence, until -in three weeks his trunk. had 


changed from the appearance of a pear to that of | 


a barrel, his waist measure had diminished from forty- 


one inches to thirty-six and one-half, while his chest | 


measure had increased. A neck began to be visible ; 


short breath became a nightmare of the past, and | 


almost without effort he assumed the proportions of 
an athlete. 

It may well be that all will not have the strength of 
will to carry out this regimen so faithfully, and will not 
so soon reap their reward ; but that it will prove benefi- 
cial to allis certain. The advice it contains as to the 
physical training of women and children is timely 
and admirable. 

The writer is not acquainted with any treatise on 
the art of preserving health and comfort, or of 
regaining them when lost, by natural and inexpen- 
sive means, which is su sensible, so practical and so 
clear as this little book, which is heartily recom- 
mended to the public. F.

BY TALCOTT WILLIAMS. 
“Love Poems of Three Centuries,” compiled by 
Miss Jessie F. O'Donnell, is an admirable project 
poorly executed. The nicest critical touch and 
literary sense is needed in such a compilation, 
and Miss O’Donnell’s opening essay shows her 
not destitute, but lacking, in both. It was a fatal 
blunder to give the same space to love poems 
culled from three hundred years of English song 
and sixty years of American. The inevitable 
result has been that much poetry of very doubtful 
quality is included in the second of thetwo volumes, 
in the Knickerbocker Nuggets, which this col- 
lection fills. Time for time, with giving only a 
fifth of the space allotted to “ three centuries” of 
English love songs to our own poets, they would be 
hard bestead to hold their own. Yet, unless 
the space is divided as it is here, even Miss 
O'Donnell might have hesitated to give herself 
twice the space she allots to Shelley or to Keats, to 
Jonson or to Sidney. Nor can the selections be 
deemed well made, when Shakespeare figures with 
but a single sonnet and Coleridge’s ‘‘ Christabel”’ 
is omitted, to cite two cases. It is, of course, 
possible that the wholesale changes from the text, 
which Miss O'Donnell prints in her extract from 
“Romeo and Juliet,’’ are improvements ; but it is 
only fair to her readers to indicate the liberties 
taken with the original. Yet love poems are, to all 
lovers of verse, sc dear that any collection is better 
than none.

Mr. Gladstone’s ‘Landmarks of Homeric Study”’ 
has its chief weight in his name. The interpretation 
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of a great poem by a great man is of deep interest, 
alike to the scholar who may know more of the 
subject than Mr. Gladstone, and to the reader who 
is certain to know less. With the great clarity which 
Mr. Gladstone employs in all his utterances, he has 
endeavored to unravel the Iliad and Odyssey as a 
record, not of facts ata given time, but of condi- 
tions at a given period.

The working of a Constitution is always harder to 
know than its works, the letter being generally more 
legible than the spirit. This is particularly true in a 
written Constitution like that of the United States, 
which like an engine, is mere cold iron, without the 
steam and motive force from the heat and force of 
national life. Having gotten clear of the constitutional 
amending period after the war, there is a new percep- 
tion that in a sense the work of amending is always 
in progress on a Constitution, and the drift of recent 
books in this field has run to the explanation of 
the unconscious development of organic law. The 
“Unwritten Constitution of the United States,” by 
Professor Christopher G. Wiedemann, is an attempt 
briefly to indicate these changes with some explana- 
tion of the causes which led to them. These have 
profoundly modified the election of a President and 
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‘his powers, the rights of citizens 
and of corporations, the sover- 
eignty of States and the very 
interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion. These changes are given 
in simple, non-technical lan- 
guage, and while there is not 
much here that will strike .the 
advanced student as new, the 
book will be useful to intelli- 
gent people who findthemselves, 
while fairly familiar with Consti- 
tutional outlines, unable clearly 
to follow its practice in history 
or the newspapers.

The discovery made by a certain Mr. William H. 
Whitmore that Father Goldsmith wrote ‘‘ Mother 
Gccse”’ tho’ 1€ally almost as subversive of history, or 
upposed history, as the recent assault on the integrity 
ofthe legend of William Tell, has not attracted very 
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cavil, that the term as applied to writings for children is 
much older than the date of the veracious Madame 
Elizabeth Vergoose (condensed into Goose), who 
through the family pride of a descendant, has been for 
many years regarded as the author of the classic. It 
is a sad thing to give up one’s idols, but, in a case like 
the present, one cannot sing with the late John Boyle 
O'Reilly, ‘‘I’d rather be an Irishman than right.” 
Historic truth must be preserved. Ina 
recent book of Parodius, published in 
England, the possibility that Dr. Gold- 
smith wrote some of the melodies is 
mooted. Others long ante-date his day. 
‘Sing a Song o’ Six-pence”’ is as old as 
the 16th century; “The Frog and the 
Mouse ”’ was licensed in 1580. ‘‘ London 
Bridge’’ has an antiquity that is worthy 
of the pyramids. ‘Little Jack Horner” 
is known to have been written earlier 
than 1617. “The Old Woman Tossed 
in a Blanket” dates from the reign of 
King James II and contains political 
allusions. The ‘“ Three Blind Mice” is 
found in ‘‘ Deuteromelia or the Second 
Part of Musick’s Melodie,” dated 1609. 
The familiar jingle ‘‘ Thirty Days hath 
September’”’ occurs in an old play as 
early as 1605, and the “ Three Children 
Sliding on the Ice” is as old as 1662. 
The truth is, such songs are a slow 
growth and are, like most proverbs, as 
old as the language itself. I wonder, 
by the way, if it is generally known that

HENRYK SIENKIEWICZ. 
AUTHOR OF “‘ WITH FIRE AND SWORD.” 


The following brief outlines of the author's life and 
work are gleaned from an article in Blackwood's 
Magazine : 

‘‘Henryk Sienkiewicz, born in 1845, after study- 
ing at the University of Warsaw, spent several years 
in California. The account of these travels, published 
in a Polish newspaper, first brought him into notice; 
and it is evident that American influences have con- 
tributed much to the development of his peculiar vein 
of talent. The practical spirit, the caustic dry humor 
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of our American countrymen, seem to have given 
force and precision to the Slave character ; and that

morbid supersensitiveness which is the 
defect of so many Russian and Polish 
writers, has here been developed to a 
more realistic sort of pathos. In short, 
while losing none of their national char- 
acteristics, Sienkiewicz's writings have 
gained other qualities which make them 
stand out from the work of his prede- 
cessors and contemporaries in a new 
and original light. It was in 1884 that, > 
giving his genius full scope he produced y) 
his first great work, ‘Fire and Sword,’ 0 
in four volumes, which, by the unani- i 
mous verdict of competent authorities 
at once placed Henryk Sienkiewicz at 
the head of Polish novelists, past or 
present. This first work has been followed 
by two sequels,— ‘ Deluge,’ ana ‘ Pan 
Volodyovski,’ in three volumes. These 
three historical romances, whose appear- 
ance has been a real event in Polish 
literature, cannot be called novels in the 
ordinary sense of the word. They are 
rather grand historical pictures not treat- 
ing merely of single episodes, but 
unrolling the entire Polish history of 
the seventeenth century, in its political, 
intellectual, and social aspect. ... In 
all these works we see the Poles as they 
lived and breathed,—no modern figures 
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masquerading in ancient costume, but each single 
character penetrated to the core with the spirit of his 
times. ... His masterly style is well calculated 
to display the beauties of the Polish language to 
their fullest extent, and triumphantly demonstrate its 
superiority to all other Slave tongues. His descrip- 
tions of Nature are as picturesque and artistic as they 
are vivid; and his analysis of character—that is of 
masculine character—cannot be overrated.” 

A writer in a recent number of the Critic con- 
tributes some interesting gossip concerning the author 
of “With Fire and Sword:” 

“ Henryk Sienkiewicz came to this country with the 
little band of Polish patriots, students, and artists who 
followed Mme. Modjeska and her husband when they 
first pitched their tent in California. They had an 
idea of a communal ranch, somewhat on the plan of 
Brook Farm ; and its results were about as substantial 
as those of that famous community. While in Cali- 
fornia, Sienkiewicz wrote diligently for the Polish 
papers and magazines, but only one of his stories had 
an American background. He picked up a character 
here and there, however,—for the Falstaff of his cre- 
ation is a Pole well known in San Francisco to-day, 
though he has fitted him with a costume of two hun- 
dred years ago. Since his visit to America fourteen 
years ago, the romancer has become the most popular 
of Polish writers, and is said to be the best- 
paid author east of Paris. Hemust be pretty 
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well off, for it is said that when, not long ago, a man 
who had read one of his books sent him a check for 
about $15,000 as a slight token of admiration, he re- 
turned it with a request that he should give it to the 
poor. In Poland Sienkiewicz is esteemed a greater 
novelist than Tourguéneff or Tolstoi. National senti- 
ment doubtless has something to do with this appraise- 
ment; but now that an English dress is being given 
to his writings, we shall be able to form our own 
estimate of their worth.”

IMAGINATION OUTSTRIPPING MEMORY. 

The following account of how some of Scott’s novels 
were written is from Mr. Ballantyne’s MSS., and is of 
deep interest as showing a remarkable effect of 
physical pain in raising the imaginative and creative 
powers of the mind: 

‘‘ During the progress of composing ‘ The Heart of 
Midlothian,’ ‘The Bride of Lammermoor,’ and 
‘Legend of Montrose’—a period of many months— 
Mr. Scott’s health had become extremely indifferent, 
and was often supposed to place him in great danger. 
But it would hardly be credited, were it not for the 
notoriety of the fact, that although one of the symp- 
toms of his illness was pain of the most acute descrip- 
tion, yet he never allowed it to interrupt his labors. 
The only difference it produced, that I am aware of, 
was its causing him to employ the hand of an 
amanuensis in place of his own. Indeed, during the 
greater part of the day at this period he was confined 
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to his bed. The person employed for this purpose 
was the respectable and intelligent Mr. Wm. Laidlaw, 
who acted for him in this capacity in the country, and 
I think also attended him to town. I have often been 
present with Mr. Laidlaw during the short intervals of 
his labor, and it was deeply affecting to hear the 
account he gave of his patron’s severe sufferings, and 
the indomitable spirit which enabled him to over- 
master them. He told me that very often the dicta- 
tion’ of Caleb Balderston’s and the old cooper’s best

jokes was mingled with groans extorted from him by 
pain; but that when he, Mr. L., endeavored to 
prevail upon him to take a little respite, the only 
answer he could obtain from Mr. Scott was a request 
that he would see that the doors were carefully shut, 
so that the expressions of his agony might not reach 
his family—‘ As to stopping work, Laidlaw,’ he said, 
‘ you know that is wholly.out of the question.” What 
followed upon these exertions, niade in circumstances 
so very singular, appears to me to exhibit one of the 
most singular chapters in the history of the human 
intellect. The book having been published before 
Mr. Scott was able to rise from his bed, he assured 
me that, when it was put into his hands, he did not 
recollect one single incident, character, or conversa- 
tion it contained. He by no means desired me to 
understand, nor did I understand, that his illness had 
etased from his memory all or any of the original 
family facts with which he had been acquainted from 
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the period, probably, of his boyhood. These, of 
course, remained rooted where they had ever been, 
or, to speak more explicitly, where explicitness is so 
entirely important, he remembered the existence of 
the father and mother, the son and daughter, the 
rival lovers, the compulsory marriage, and the attack 
made by his bride upon the unhappy bridegroom,

with the general catastrophe of the whole. All these 
things he recollected, just as he did before he took to 
his bed, but the marvel is that he recollected literally 
nothing else—not a single character woven by the 
Romancer—not one of the many scenes and points 
of exquisite humor, nor anything with which he was 
connected as writer of the work.”

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THE AUTHOR OF THE ‘* ZIGZAGS,”’ 
Mr. Hezekiah Butterworth was born in Warren, R.1., 
December 22, 1839, his family being among the earliest 
settlers of Rhode Island. He grew up on the old 
estate where he worked, in the meantime studying 
and obtaining his education by teaching and writing 
for the popular papers of theday. In 1870 he became 
connected with the Youth's Companion 
as assistant editor, a position which he has 
held for nearly twenty years. While 
engaged in his editorial duties some twelve 
years ago, the publishing house of Estes 
& Lauriat showed him a popular French 
work which gave an account of a French 
schoolmaster who took a class of boys on 
a journey with a view of giving them 
object-lessons in history. Mr. Butter- 
worth, believing that books of narrative 
and historic stories interwoven would 
be likely to prove useful to home and 
school education, wrote a specimen book 
on the French plan.

Mr. McAllister tells us of his 
introduction to New York so- 
ciety ; of his first fancy ball, and 
his magnificent costume ; of the 
lovely Southern women who 
banish Blackstone from his 
mind; of a journey to Eng- 
land; until, stilla young man, 
he leads the reader by gentle, 
progressive steps, to one of the 
proudest moments of his life. 
This important passage must be 
quoted: ‘‘ My visit to Windsor 
Castle, dining at the Village 
Inn with Her Majesty’s Chet 
and the keeper. of her jewel 
room, was interesting. I saw 
the old tall doorkeeper, with his 
long staff, sitting at the door of 
the servants’ hall. I saw Her 
Majesty’s kitchen and the roasts 
for all living in the Castle, at 
least twenty separate pieces, 
turning on a spit. . .. I 
saw Prince Albert and the Prince 
of Wales that morning shooting 
pheasants alongside of the 
Windsor Long Walk, and stood 
within a few yards of them. I 
feel sure we ate that day at the 
Inn the pheasants that had been 
shot by Prince Albert.” 

But this is not all Mr. McAllis- 
ter saw of royalty, for he tells us 
at page 296 that he achieved 
still greater glories. We quote, 
because otherwise we would not 
be believed: ‘“‘I have seen Her 
Majesty’s table at Windsor 
Castle all ready for her. I have 
heard her footman in green 
and gold reécho from hall to 
kitchen the note that dinner is 
served, but then I was told to 
go. Isaw all I wanted to see.” 
Picture the coming: autocrat 
served with summary notice to 
quit by one of the gold and 
green footmen, and the hasty 
the back stairs and servants’ 


hall, treasuring blessed memories of the sacred sight. 
To proceed, he tells us how he completes his 
European education by travel, and gentle experiences, 
until he returns to New York and undertakes the 
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great works of his life, the management of entertain- 
ments for that select class who recognized in him 
true social genius. Hetells us, ‘‘ At this time there 
were not more than one or two men in New York who 


spent in living and entertaining over $60,000 a year; 
there were not more than half-a-dozen chefs in private 
families. We resolved to band together the respect- 
able element of the city. The motto, we felt, must be 
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Native Vine Bridge near Uzungi 


From “Five Years. with the Congo Cannibals.” 
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Nous nous souvenons. This motto we then assumed, 
and we hold it to this day, and have found that the 
good and wise men of this community could always 
control society '’ Then follows the account of his great 
works, the establishment of the cotillon dinners, first 
at Newport, and finally, as a magnum opus, the 
Patriarchs’, in New York. 

The sweet and gentle character of the first cotillon 
dinner at Mr. McAllister’s farm, where, he tells us 
afterwards, he hired a flock of sheep to add pastoral 
beauty to the scene, will be appreciated when we read : 
“Men and women enjoyed a freedom that their rural 
surroundings permitted, and, like lambs gamboling 
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in the fields next them, they frisked about, and thus 
did away with much of the stiff conventionality per- 
taining to a city entertainment.” 

But the Patriarchs’, as our author describes them, 
must have been most solemn entertainments; as he 
tells us ‘‘ Patriarchs were chosen solely for their 
fitness,” and that the invitations to these balls were 
stepping-stones to New York Society. 

It will be noticed that the author confines his descrip- 
tion of Society, first, to his ow society, and next, to 
the entertainments in which he is permitted to take a 
prominent part. He strays into no other kingdom ; 
recognizes as “social beings ’’ none but his immediate 
subjects. He does not tell us how the ladies of the 
best New York society revolted some years since and 
took the matter of ball-giving into their own hands 
and established the Assemblies and smaller entertain- 
ments. His social locality is confined to the places 
where he has superintended entertainments, and he 
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seems unwilling to recognize the entertainments of 
others of the 400, a large majority of whom would 
call the Patriarchs’ old fogy in fact as well as in name, 

The first result from a perusal of Mr. McAllister’s 
book will be a feeling of regret that the Society he 
describes seems to be so very dull. Were they never 
amused? Were there no bright repartees ? No jokes ? 


No brightness? The author seems to have thought it 
unnecessary to provide any amusement for his sub- 
jects, but that his duty was complete in collecting his 
people for an entertainment and then feeding them, 
The sketch must be a libel—no society can be as dull 
as Mr. McAllister would have us believe. It may

surprise the reader how the account of all this can 
interest even the Society in which Mr. McAllister 
assumes to move. 

Mr. McAllister does not assume to speak of society 
except as an adjunct to a description of himself, and 
treats its various members as a sort of patent medi- 
cine—none genuine without his signature on the label. 
The book shows little more conception of what society 
is—or should be—than a polo pony has of ancient 
history. To assume to describe ‘ a Society’ desti- 
tute of humor, of wit, of position or distinction, of 
kindly deeds and generous, unostentatious hospitality, 
is butto make the author and the subject alike ridicu- 
lous. On such-subjects, in this country, at this day, 
to assume to be dogmatic, reminds us of the famous 
definition, ‘‘ Dogmatism is puppyism come to ma- 
turity.”” 

But there are some alleviating circumstances in the 
book. Mr. McAllister seems to bea poor bear-leader,

buta good cook. It is quite clear that Venusin the 
early days of his pursuit relegated him to Vulcan, the 
lower regions, and the kitchen fire. His opinions as 
to cooks, his hints on marketing, and his unbiased 
views about beefsteaks are good. His menu is gen- 
erally somewhat overloaded and elaborate; but had 
he confined his ambition to feeding the Three 
Hundred and Ninety-nine, and his empire to 
the kitchen, no complaint would have been 
possible but dyspepsia. Hiscomments on wine 
are also excellent. He has evidently a taste for 
it and knowledge of it. 

Mr. McAllister disarms criticism as to both 
the English and the French of the volume by 
his frank admissions. In his Introduction he 
informs us that he makes no pretension to 
either scholarship or elegant diction; and, at 
page 41, that he landed in France not know- 
ing how to speak the language and only 
remembering a few words learned in childhood. 
The style of the book is involved, often ridicu- 
lous ; one instance will suffice: ‘‘ The Autocrat” 
tells us at page 50: ‘ Several of our hand- 
. somest New York women were then having 
their busts sculptured in marble; as you saw 
them first in the clay, you found them more 
attractive.” 

Altogether, what one loses in instruction is 
made up by the amusement the book affords. 
Folly served up solemnly is often very droll. 
It is droll, as Artemus Ward was droll; but he 
had the advantage over Mr. McAllister in 
knowing how funny he was. 

The difficulty with the book, if such a book can be 
treated at all seriously, is that it assumes to treat of the 
drawing-room, when it should have been confined to 
the kitchen and the servants’ hall. Its atmosphere 
suggests that the master and mistress are out of town 
and that the servants have moved up into the drawing- 
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rooms. ‘Things in life move best at their proper level. 
Relegate the book to the lower story, and eliminate 
the créme de la créme of society he so often speaks of, 
and it will do very well. Douglas Jerrold understood 
the difference. When a member of the Club exclaimed 
how strange it was that he had no fish atthe Marquis’s 
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last night, that it had happened twice, and that he 
could not account for it, ‘‘ Nor I,”’ said Jerrold, 
“unless they eat it all up stairs."” VV. V. Evening Post. 


When an author frankly tells the reader at the begin- 
ning of his book that “ it makes n > pretension to either 
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scholarship or elegant diction,” that it is “intended 

to be miscellaneous, with a noble disdain of regu- 

larity,” and then honestly keeps his word, writing 

exactly as he talks, telling his social experiences with 

a naiveté that is as good-natured as it is refreshing, 

admitting that he never had an ambition in his life 
beyond swearing by Venus, his reader, it un- 
prejudiced, takes this author for just what he is 
worth, and does not impale him for not adding 
a valuable contribution to literature. 

Mr. Ward McAllister is the Pepys of con- 
temporary New York, and I understand why the 
orders for ‘‘Society as I Have Found It” 
exceed the supply. This country contains 
65,000,000 of men and women, several hundred 
thousand of whom want to get into society, 
and several millions of whom want to read 
about what they never expect to attain. The 
view becomes enchanting in proportion to its 
distance. -As the author of ‘‘ The Four Hun- 

dred,” Mr. McAllister, thanks to the press, has be- 
come known from one end of this continent to the 
other. Accepted as a social authority, his book is 
sought with the hope of discovering how to go and 
do likewise. 

Mr. McAllister has disappointed many most agree- 
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ably by putting little into his book that will not benefit 
those who go to it for advice. Heis notasnob. He 
thinks the great secret of life is to be contented with 
the position to which it has pleased God to call you. 
He lives in a modest house, and, when offered chances 
to speculate and improve his fortune, twice declined, 
though one of his counsellors was Commodore Van- 
derbilt. His delight in life is to entertain; his pride 
is to entertain well. ‘‘My dear boy.” said an old 
Georgian to Mr. McAllister when he invaded Savan- 
nah for a season many years ago, ‘your aunts, the 
Telfairs, could give breakfasts, but you, you can give 
dinners.” How many people can? And if Mr. 
McAllister wants to tell people what he knows about 
entertaining, why shouldn’t he ?

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A SISTER OF MERCY.

At last we have a full and adequate biography of one 
of the most wonderful women of our country. The 
amount of work done and good accomplished by this 
servant of Christ is almost incredible, seeing that her 
noble spirit dwelt in the physical frame of the sex 
usually called the weaker. Indeed, that wonderful 
will born in her was often too much for her flesh to 
bear, and blood and tissues more than once revolted, 
and prostrated the imperious philanthropist. Her 
childhood was indeed “bleak, humiliating and pain- 
ful.’’ Intensely ideal, her whole soul went out to 
practical benevolent action. She was at one time 
governess to the children of the Rev. Dr. Channing, 
and his principles 
found in her a noble 
illustration. Her su- 
preme master was 
Christ, and her life- 
long ambition was 
like his in yearning 
to make all life a 
perpetual feast of love 
and beauty to which 
from the highways and 
hedges the outcasts 
should be invited in. 
Wonderfully _ self- 
sustained and com- 
manding, this woman, 
whether as_ school- 
keeper, traveller on 
errands of mercy, 
reformer, builder of 
hospitals, invalid, or 
mover of legislatures, 
accomplished an 
amazing amount of 
work for God and 
She ministered to needy children, paupers, 
and soldiers; visited the convicts in 
prison and interested society in prison reform; 
improved the life-saving service on the coast; 
visited nearly every State in the Union this side 
of the Rocky Mountains, appealing to legislatures 
to provide for the insane. When the Civil War 
broke out, she gave herself to the work of organ- 
izing the service of nurses for the hospitals in which 
lay the wounded soldiers. This is the mere outline 
of the record of this sister of mercy, protestant of 
protestants, who was as inflexible and dictatorial as a 
pope.

The veracity of the 
narrative was sul- 
stantiated by the 
editor who in his 
preface puts it on 
an authentic basis, 
which adds greatly 
1o the interest of the 
reader in the book. 
Captain Coignet’s 
story is a simple 
and credible one. 
He rose from the 
ranks to the place 
he held on the Em- 
peror’s staff. He 
was not in any way distinguished but simply formcd 
one of the thousands of brave and more or less brutal- 
ized soldiers who were devoted to the fortunes and 
person of the first Napoleon. He had a retentive 
mind and a genius for telling a story, and kept him- 
self in practice until he died in good old age. The 
book is the frank, blunt and sometimes brutally z7- 
souctant record of a soldier whose whole life had 
been in camps and campaigns. His donhomiie is 
equaled only by his thoroughly national thrasonic 
braggery. He is, however honest «and truthful, and 
had especial skill in the management of horses. His 
courage was of the desperate type; and tho his book 
is worth little or nothing to the scientific student of 
the Napoleonic strategy, it is worth much as a real- 
istic presentation of a soldier's life and duty in the 
Napoleonic campaigns.

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=Captain Sir Richard F. Burton, the noted English 
explorer, died at Trieste October 20th. He was born 
in Tuam, Galway, Ireland, in 1821, and was destined 
for the church. But after graduating at Oxford he 
entered the East India Service. While in India he 
began his explorations, and afterwards, while serving 
for five years in Scinde, under Sir E. J. Napier, he 
published several works on Indian subjects and 
acquired a thorough knowledge of the Arabic, Afghan, 
Persian, Hindustanee and Moultanese languages. In 
1851 he started for England, and having been 
granted a furlough, started for Mecca and Medina, 
cities which nu Christian had reached since Burck- 
hardt in 1814 and 1815. At Alexandria he assumed 
the character of a wandering dervish, and though 
sometimes suspected, succeeded in penetrating to the 
holy shrines. His work, ‘“A_ Pilgrimage to 
El Medinah and Mecca,” records the journey. A 
little later he visited eastern Africa, and during the 
Crimean war served as chief of staff to General 
Beatson. In 1856 he, with Captain Speke, started 
for Zanzibar, penetrated to the lake regions of Central 
Africa, and in 1858 
discovered Lake 
Tanganyika, He 
published in 1861, 
in his “‘ City of the 
Saints,’ one of the 
earliest and best 
accounts of the 
Mormon ss settle- 
ments in Utah, and 
of the route taken 
by the first trans- 
continental rail- 
road. The same 
year he was made 
consul at Fernando 
Po, among the results of his stay there being two works 
on African subjects. In 1864 he was appointed consul 
at Santos, Brazil, and there wrote ‘‘ Explorations of the 
Highlands of Brazil.” Four years later his consulship 
was changed to Damascus, and as a result of his travels 
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in that section he wrote ‘‘ Unexplored Palestine.” In 
1872 he became consul at Trieste. One of his late visits 
to Medina bore important results. Tons of ore and 
geological specimens, valuable ethnological collec- 
tions, collections of ancient coins, pottery and glass 
were brought home. In 1882 Captain Burton and 
Commander Cameron visited the country at the back 
of the Gold Coast Colony. In addition to the 
numerous volumes which describe his travels, Burton 
published nearly fifty works, including ‘‘ Camoens,”’ 
and the ‘ Book of the Sword.” Ile was a gold 
medallist of both the English and r rench Geographical 
Societies, and before his death had acquired thirty-five 
languages and dialects. In his later literary labors 
he was assisted by his wife, who is also the author of 
several works on the East. His latest publication was 
the ‘‘ Thousand Nights and a Night” (better known 
as the “Arabian Nights Entertainment”), the 
‘‘naturalism”’ of the celebrated work not admitting 
of its being issued through the usual channels.

Mr. Ward's new book, with two maps 
and nearly a hundred illustrations, makes 
a volume of unusual interest and value. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Ward, 
was a member of Stanley’s last expedition ¢ 
into the interior of Africa, and was one of °, 
the unfortunate rear guard in command 
of Major Barttelot, whose story is familiar 
to every reader. Mr. Ward went to Africa 
in 1884 in the service of the Congo Free 
State, having been personally engaged by % 
Mr. Stanley. His work was to travel

secure porters for the carriage of loadsinto 

the interior. This he did for fifteen months, when he 
was displaced by the new German administrator to 
make way for a German. He remained in Africa, 
however, until the arrival of Stanley in 1887, on his 
expedition in search of Emin Pasha, when he volun- 
teered his services, which were accepted. He was 
assigned to Major Barttelot’s command, and remained 
for some time at Yambuya, about 1,500 miles from 
the Atlantic coast, moving later 500 miles down the 
river to Bangala, a state station on the upper Congo. 
After the death of Major Barttelot he returned to 
England. 

But it is not the author’s intent to tell the story of 
the Stanley expedition. He simply deals with his life 
among the savage African tribes, describes their man- 
ners, customs and superstitions, and tells the story of 
the risks and dangers encountered during his travels. 
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The illustrations are from drawings made by the author 
on the spot, and represent the scenery, dwellings and 
people of the Congo basin.

Mr. Ward gives his own story of the rear guard 
upon whom Stanley depended so much. As Ward

Nearly all of the book, however, is given up to 
curious information about native ways; necessarily 
cannibalism and slavery are described at length, but 
the natives have a great deal of time on their hands 
when not stealing and eating one another.

THE JOURNAL OF SIR WALTER SCOTT, FROM THE 
ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPT AT ABBOTSFORD. With por-

Sir Walter kept a journal from 1825 to 1832. On 

his death, in the last named year, his literary re- 

mains were placed at the disposal of his son-in-law, 

Mr. John Gibson Lockhart. In writing the life of his 

father-in-law, Mr. Lockhart made free use of the jour- 

nal, but, as he says, ‘‘by regard for the feelings of 
living persons,” he omitted much and made many 
alterations ; printing, in fact, no chapter of the diary 
in full. There is, at this distance of time, no reason 
why the whole of the journal should not be published, 
and by the permission of Mrs. Maxwell Scott it now 
appears exactly as Scott left it. In the present edition 
the notes of Mr. Lockhart have been retained, for the 
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parts of the journal which he used in his Life, and 
further annotations have been added, together with 
extracts from the Life, from James Skene of Rubi- 
slaw’s unpublished Reminiscences, and unpublished 
letters of Scott and various contemporaries. The 
journal, as it stands, is full of interesting glimpses 
into the great author’s mind, and reveals in a striking 
manner the inextinguishable buoyancy with which he 
encountered misfortune, the iron perseverance with 
which he set himself to clear away the mountain of 
debt with which he found himself burdened when his 
best years had passed, the keen sense of honor and

duty which marked even his most private commun- 
ings with himself, and the gay humor which charac- 
terized him whenever the clouds parted for a moment 
and permitted the sunshine to pass. 

The journal is written with a certain abandon, and 
being here reproduced with scrupulous fidelity, it is 
perhaps liable to be thought perilously near to coarse- 
ness in some of its expressions. 


The journal was begun not long before the begin- 
ning of the troubles which eventually saddled him 
with a debt amounting to $650,000o—which, without a 
day’s delay, he set himself to clear off by his pen. In 
November of this year we find him writing: ‘‘ The 
general distress in the city has affected H. and R. 
(Hurst and Robinson), Constable’s ‘great agents. 
Should they go, it is not likely that Constable can 
stand, and such an event would lead to great distress 
and perplexity on the part of J. B. (James Ballantyne) 
and myself. Thank God, I have enough at least to 
pay forty shillings in the pound, taking matters at the 
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very worst. But much distress and inconvenience 
must be the consequence. I had a lesson in 1814 
which should have done good upon me, but success 
and abundance erased it from my mind, But this is 
no time for journalizing, or moralizing either. Neces- 
sity is like a sour-faced cook-maid, and I a turn-spit 
whom she has flogged ere now, till he mounted his 
wheel.” 

On the first intimation of his ruin—which, however, 
proved rather premature—he communed thus with 
himself in his diary: 


December 18.—Ballantyne called on methis morning 
Venit illa suprema dies, 
My extremity is come. 
Cadell has received letters 
from London which all 
but positively announce 
the failure of Hurst & 
Robinson, so that Con- 
stable & Co. must follow, 
and I must go with poor 
James Ballantyne for 
company. I suppose it 
will involve my all. But 
if they leave me £500, I 
can still make it £1,000 
or £1,200 a year. And 
if they take my salaries 
of £1,300 and £300, they 
cannot but give me some- 
thing out of them. I have 
been rash in anticipating 
funds to buy land, but 
then I made from £5,000 
to £10,000 a year, and

the satistaction to recol- 
lect that my prosperity has been of advantage to many, 
and that some at least will forgive my transient wealth 
on account of the innocence of my intentions and my 
real wish to do good to the poor. This news will make 
sad hearts at Darnick and inthe cottages of Abbotsford, 
which I do not nourish the least hope of preserving. It 
has been my Delilah, and so I have often termed it, and 
now the recollection of the extensive woods I planted, 
and the walks I have formed, from which strangers 
must derive both the pleasure and profit, will excite 
feelings likely to sober my gayest moments. I have 
half resolved never to see the place again. How could 
I tread my hall with such a diminished crest? How 
live a poor indebted man where I was once the wealthy, 
the honored? My children are provided ; thank God 
forthat. I was to have gone there on Saturday in joy 
and prosperity to receive my friends. My dogs will 
wait for me in vain. It is foolish—but the thoughts of 
parting from these dumb creatures have moved me 
more than any of the painful reflections I have put 
down. Poor things, I must get them kind masters ; 
there may be yet those who loving me may love my dog 
because it has been mine. I must end this or I shall lose 
the tone of mind with which men should meet distress. 
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After this there was an interval ot hope. Hurst 
and Robinson thought they could maintain them- 
selves, though the hope proved illusive. Scott simply 
went on writing at the top of his speed, checked 
sometimes by indisposition, but very seldom brought 
to a standstill even by theseverest pain. In January 
the blow fell finally. The London agents, and then 
Constable and Ballantyne, were forced to suspend. 
Upon this certainty of disaster he comments thus: 


January 22—I feel neither dishonored nor broken 
down by the bad—now really bad—news I have re- 
ceived. I have walked my last on the domains I have 
planted—sate the last time in the halls I have built. 
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say, I am exactly the same man that I ever was, 
neither lowspirited nor destrait. In prosperous times 
I have sometimes felt my fancy and powers of lan- 
guage flag, but adversity is to me at least a tonic and 
bracer; the fountain is awakened from its inmost 
recesses, as if the spirit of affliction had troubled it in 
his passage. 


From this time on his work evidently absorbs nearly 
the whole of his time and attention. ‘‘ Despatched 
copy and proofs,” is a daily entry. This and the 
record of the number of sheets written show how 
strenuous were his exertions. Sometimes he would 
write the equivalent of forty printed pages in a day.

But death would have taken them from me if misfor- 
tune had spared them. My poor people whom I 
loved so well! There is just another die to turn up 
against me in this run of ill-luck; 2. ¢., if I should 
break my magic wand in the fall from this elephant, 
and lose my popularity with my fortune. Then 
Woodstock and Bony may both go to the papermaker, 
and I may take to smoking cigars and drinking grog, 
or turn devotee, and intoxicate the brain another way. 
In prospect of absolute ruin, I wonder if they would 
let me leave the Court of Sessions. I would like, 
methinks, to go abroad, 
“And lay my bones far from the Tweed.” 

But I find my eyes moistening, and that will not do. 
I will not yield without a fight for it. It is odd, when 
I set myself to work doggedly, as Dr. Johnson ‘would

When Laidlaw was his amanuensis the latter said 
that they worked from six in the morning till six at 
night, with very short intermissions for meals. At 
this time he was writing ‘‘ Woodstock,” which sold 
for £8,228, as Scott says—‘ a matchless sum for three 
months’ work.” Well might he add “Four or five 
years of leisure and industry would, with such successs 
amply replace my losses and put me on a steadier 
footing than ever.” 


Lockhart endeavored to improve his father-in-law's 
style, and his efforts elicit these remarks: 

} ony kindly points out some solecisms in my 
style, as ‘‘amid’”’ for “‘amidst,”’ ‘‘scarce”’ for “scarcely. 
‘« Whose,” he says, is the proper genitive of “ which * 
only at such times as “which” retains its quality of 
impersonification. Well! I will try to remember all 
this, but after all I write grammar as I speak, to make 
my meaning known, anda solecism in point of compo- 
sition, like a Scotch word in speaking, is indifferent to 
me. I never learned grammar; and not only Sir 
Hugh Evans, but even Mrs. Quickly might puzzle me 
about Giney’s case and horam harum horum, | 
believe the Bailiff in ‘‘ The Good Natured Man ”’ is not 
far wrong when he says, ‘‘One man has one way of 
expressing himself, and another another, and that is 
all the difference between them.”

They have to read old books and consult antiquarian 
collections to get their knowledge; I write because I 
have long since read such works, and possess, thanks 
to a strong memory the information which they 
have to seek for. This leads to a dragging in of 
historical details by head and shoulders, so that the 
interest of the main piece is lost in minute descriptions 
of events which do not affect its progress. Perhaps 
I have sinned in this way myself; indeed I am but too 
conscious of having considered the plot only as what 
Bayes calls the means of bringing in fine things: 
so that in respect to the descriptions, it resembled the 
string of the showman's box, which he pulls _ to 
show in succession Kings, Queens, the Battle of 
Waterloo, Bonaparte at

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During a visit to London, in 1826, 
Scott met Mad. D’Arblay, who told him 
the following story aboutherfamousnovel: 


Mad. D’Arblay told us the common 
story of Dr. Burney, her father, having 
brought home her own first work, and 
recommended it to her perusal, was err- 
oneous. Her father was in the secret of 
* Evelina” being printed. But the fol- 
lowing circumstances may have given 
rise to the story: Dr. Burney was at 
Streatham soon after the publication, 
where he found Mrs. Thrale recovering 
from her confinement, low at the 
moment, and out of spirits. While they 
were talking together, Johnson, who sat 
beside in a kind of reverie, suddenly 
broke out: ‘‘ You should read this new 
work, madam—you should read ‘ Evel- 
ina’; every one says it is excellent, and 
they are right.” The delighted father 
obtained a commission from Mrs. Thrale 
to purchase his daughter's work, and re- 
tired the happiest of men. Mad. 
D'Arblay said she was wild with joy at 
this decisive evidence of her literary 
success and that she could only give 
vent to her rapture by dancing and skip- 
ping round a mulberry-tree in the garden. 
She was very young at the time. I trust 
I shall see this lady again. She has 
simple and apparently amiable manners, 
with quick feelings. 


The following expression of something like con- 
tempt for the public, upon whose approval he 
depended, should probably not be regarded as too 
seriously intended : 


This has proved impossible, and the task lasted me 
till nine, when it was finished, fant hein gue mal. 
Now, will people say this expresses very little respect 
for the public. In fact, I have very little respect for 
that dear publicum whom I am doomed to amuse, 
like Goody Trash in Bartholomew Fair, with rattles 
and gingerbread ; and I should deal very uncandidly 
with those who may read my confessions were I to 
say I knew a public worth caring for or capable of 
distinguishing the nicer beauties of composition. 
They weigh good and evil qualities by the pound. 
Get a good name and you may write trash. Get a 
bad one and you may write like Homer, without 
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Facsimile of Moore’s Handwriting. 
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pleasing a singlereader. I am, perhaps, /'en/ant gate 
de succes, but I am brought to the stake, and must 
perforce stand the course. 

The journal is a valuable contribution to our 
knowledge of Sir Walter Scott, and if in places it 
leaves an impression of greater roughness and license 
of language than might have been expected, there is 
not a line from beginning to end which does not 
confirm all existing beliefs as to the thorough manli- 
ness, nobility, chivalry and kindliness of the writer.

“London Street Arabs’’ contains a series of copies of 
drawings by Mrs. Stanley, better known in art as 
Miss Dorothy Tennant. ‘Lhe letter-press consists of 
only a few pages, ‘‘ By Way of Introduction,”” made 
up of reminiscences of ragamuffin life. Mrs. Stanley 
began at an early age with a series of ‘‘ Passages from 
the Life of Jack Sheppard.” After a time she appears 
to have become very expert at luring little boys to her 
studio. ‘ The best way is to find an average boy, win 
his confidence, give him sixpence, and promise him 
another sixpence if he will bring you a boy more rag- 
ged than himself." By this process, in spite of the 
loss of time of which she complains, you ‘‘can get 
down to a very fine specimen.”’ It is disheartening, 
however, when a boy, reported as one ‘‘ wot never 
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washes himself,’’ arrives handsomely furbished up, in 
a new 35. 6d. suit. The notes are all most amusing, 
and have the rare merit of making the reader wish 
they were not so brief. We cannot but sympathize 
with that nice boy who told Miss Tennant that the 
advantage of having nothing. was that ‘‘ you hadn't 
anything on your mind.”’ This is contrasted with the 
saying of a youthful member of the other, the jealous 
sex, who wished to live in the country where she 
should not see a lot of people having a lot of things 
she could not have. So, too, every one must agree 
with the boy who offered to stand on his head while 
he was painted, averring that he preferred this to any 
other attitude. Of course he did. The drawings 
have appeared in various magazines, and seem to be, 
or to have been, woodcuts, but, if so, have become 
very fuzzy. The pretty picture of the ‘ Merbaby,” 
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with Art too often rode over Truth. I likewise 
wanted them connected with data and textual refer. 
ences, which should give me helpful hints for the 
further study and enjoyment of the events that have 
made the Scripture Lands the most interesting of any 
in the world. *** JI amconvinced that there are 
other people whose wants have been similar to those 
I have described as my own; so in face of the fact 
that there is no end to books of travel in the land of 
the Scriptures, I appear with mine.”

Tartarin is the most amusing creature that modern 
French literature has produced; he also is the least 
offensive among the non-neutral characters of French 
romance. He is what a Western American would 
pronounce “ an almighty blower,” but withal so good 
natured and harmless that no one dislikes him ; so 
romantic and excitable that most of his acquaintances 
regard him almost with reverence. To fully appre- 
ciate the present book the reader must have read 
“ Tartarin of Tarascon ’’ and “ Tartarin in the Alps,” 
where the character of the man and his surroundings 
are amusingly made known. Yet without the knowl- 
edge thus imparted, it still is impossible to read a few 
pages of ‘‘ Port Tarascon ” without feeling acquainted 
with the hero and his neighbors—a simple, affable, 
imaginative, excitable, and it must be admitted, 
amazingly ignorant lot of people in the south of 
France.

These first-fruits of the year's literary harvest of sport 
have been eagerly expected, and show that the dis- 
coverer of the Albert Nyanza has, in spite of 
advancing years, lost none of his cunning of hand 
either with rifle or pen. In pointof interest these vol- 
umes are nowise inferior to his books on African 
travel in former days. They are dedicated by per- 
mission to the Prince of Wales as ‘“‘a great traveler 
and true sportsman who has ever taken a keen inter- 
est in the study of natural history.”” And these words

show the scope of the book—first, its devotion to 
sport; next, the survey which it takes of the habits of 
the wild animals described. The author disclaims 
any mere book-making. He relates his own experi- 
ences, and vouches for the accuracy of the curious 
ways of the wild beasts that he has observed. Mr. H. 
Dixon has ably seconded him with spirited illustra- 
tions of many of the creatures here treated. The 
result is a delightful book, which will instruct the 
sportsman as much as it charms the naturalist in his 
study. 

Since his African explorations, Sir S. Baker has 
traveled in search of sport and adventure through 
India, Japan, Syria and America. These pages reflect 
many of his recent experiences, though every here 
and there a careful reader will remember one or two 
of the more thrilling anecdotes of his former books. 
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Thus, we have made the acquaintance before of the 
hyzna which intruded into his tent one night in Africa. 
After a sensible chapter on the weapons with which 
an explorer and sportsman should provide himself, 
the author enlarges on the elephant, the larger mem- 
bers of the fe/de, bears, buffaloes, crocodiles, boars, 
and the cervide, especially the samdur and the African 
antelopes. The chapters on the hippopotamus and 
rhinoceros are especially good, and bring out in strong 
relief the great strength and brute ferocity of these 
creatures. Thus the forests and plains of the world 
are laid under contribution, and an opportunity is 
given for relating much of the economy of these ani- 
mals which is new to many students and full of 
interest to general readers.

He points out, that wild beasts can hold their own 
against all the pitfalls, bows, and lances of savage 
tribes; but the deadly rifle, with its terrifying explo- 
sion, soon drives them from the old haunts further into 
the wilderness. The author's adventures bear out 
the belief that almost all wild animals are glad to slink 
from man, and slow to attack him if they are not 
themselves assailed. It is a sore temptation to quote 
from the author on the habits of the lion, an animal 
less understood than, perhaps, are any of its family, in 
spite of itsrenown ; but, as everyone interested in wild 
animals will read these fascinating chapters, there is 
the less need for regret. Indeed, searching observa- 
tions on animals’ habits and character may be found 
in every page. Here is an admirable account of 
hunting with a cheetah; there is a note how a hippo- 
potamus dives, differing therein from most aquatic 
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animals, as it sinks backwards and disappears by 
throwing its nose upwards. Crocodiles are duly 
described in another chapter, and their cunning shown 
to be equal to their ferocity. Antelopes and deer of 
all kinds receive half a volume’s consideration; and 
of course our old friend, the wild boar, bold, courage- 
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paint; and the title-page is contradicted in the preface, 
where the author complains of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing suitable pictures of modern Greece. Dr. Mahaffy 
writes vigorously, and his pages are fascinating enough 
without pictures, the miscellaneous character of which 
may be learned at a glance.

This most entertaining book was so frequently 
praised and commended while it appeared in instal- 
mentsin the Century Magazine that 
little new remains to be said of it, 
except that despite its five hundred 
pages, it is not half as long as 
readers would like. Were any one 
inclined to criticise the text or 
wish it different in any way he 
would change his mind after read- 
ing the preface, which is quite as 
good as any other part of the 
book. Says the author: 

“ An Irishman once exclaimed 
that no one should write his auto- 
biography but himself. If Pat was 
not quite precise in this expression 
we can arrive at what he meant. 
One’s own history will naturally be 
clearer when told by one’s self 
than it could be if passed through 
the esteem of a friend or the 
prejudice of a foe; besides, a man 
can with impunity chastise his 
own acts in a manner that would 
look cruel in an enemy, and 
will naturally avoid that kind of 
praise a friend’might’ lavish, know- 
ing that he would only be ridiculous 
for vaunting” his ownjmerits. The 
curious memories that’ rush*upon 
one when alone are fresher and 
more vital than those that are 
coldly drawn out by a succession of 
premeditated interviews. Thoughts, 
too, should be jotted down as 
quickly as they come and are more 
vigorous if shaped by the simple 
language that usually accompanies 
them. * * * I donot mean by 
these remarks to bid for favor, or 
beg for mercy toward my own 
clumsiness; I neither ask it nor 
expect it.”

DANIEL S. APPLETON. 


Daniel Sydney Appleton, ot 
the publishing firm of D. Apple- 
ton & Co., died at his home in 
New York City, Thursday, 
November 13. He was stricken 
with apoplexy a few days 
before. 

Mr. Appleton was the fourth 
son of Daniel Appleton, the 
founder of the house, and was 
born in 1824 in Boston. The 
oldest living member of the 
house of Daniel Appleton & 
Company was but a very young 
man when, in the year 1830, he 
and his tather began business 
in New York city. Possessed 
of but little capital, the first 
venture of the partners in pub- 
lishing cost them only $75. 
It was atiny book entitled ‘Daily 
Crumbs,” and provided its de- 
vout readers with a text of scrip- 
ture for every day in the year. 
William H. Appleton preserves 
a copy of this book shrined in 
a silver casket, and those are 
privileged acquaintances who 
are invited to see it. At the 
beginning of 1849 Daniel Apple- 
ton retired from the firm, into 
which several members of the 
family had been admitted. He 
died in the same year, when 
the firm consisted of William 
H., John A., Daniel S., and 
S. F. Appleton. The death of Daniel Sydney 
leaves but one of the original brothers in the firm.

The work gains 
notably by the change of method, for as a simple 
story of Napoleon's career during the two short but 
eventful years that preceded the exile to Elba it has 
no superior. The author’s style, always smooth and 
devoid of superfluous words and involved sentences, 
is so good as to give the reader distinct pictures in 
little space. Regarding Marie Louise, Saint-Amand 
makes clear the difference between royal marriages 
and others. While France was an empire and 
Napoleon reigned, the Empress was loyal, affectionate 
and even happy; it was her duty as a member of a 
family which existed only as an element of European 
politics. That she afterward abandoned her husband 
and forgot him is to be explained by the anomalous 
position of royalties among other human beings.

up through ‘‘The American Mediterranean” to 
Alaska, where he spends a week, and returns east by 
the Canadian Pacific. The author is an acute observer, 
and his observations are made more valuable by 
comparison with other and more famous scenes. He 
finds Southern Alaska more picturesque than Switzer- 
land ; Shasta and Hood are more remarkable peaks 
than Mont Blanc; there are no glaciers in the world 
like the Alaskan glaciers, while the balm and stimulus 
of Southern California exceeds that of the Riviera. 
Mr. Finck’s descriptions will prove a revelation to 
many readers ignorant of what the Pacific Slope has 
to offer in variety of natural scenery and climatic 
advantages. There are a fewstatistics given, and the 
book is rather a hand-book than a specific guide to 
the places and sights described; but it is especially 
the record of personal impressions.

The author of ‘‘Galgano’s Wooing”’ is not appar- 
ently in the succession of poets, and yet we find a 
good amount of verse in her book that is suggestive 
and provocative of new thought.

The verses on Villon 
in captivity are almost lyrically good, and we could pick 
out many parts of pieces that rise close up to the line 
of excellence. These, however, are mere touches, 
apparently accidental. All the way through the book 
we meet with bad English, and we copy the following 
to show what our poet thinks is a fair use and a 
praiseworthy pronunciation of Latin:

This is almost equal to the sophomore who translated 
those famous words with ‘‘ Eat you brute!” In one 
of her sonnets our author places the accent wrong on 
Anaxagoras. But it is in these sonnets that she comes 
nearest to being a true poet.

The story is pleasantly, though not especially poeti- 
cally told, there being indeed page upon page of what 
is practically prose, cut arbitrarily into lines of a given 
length. A serious blemish of the poem is its too 
frequent repetition and too “intense " treatment of its 
love scenes. 2 


There are throughout the book occasional very 
human and perhaps, therefore, very poetical bits of 
narrative, graceluily and simply told and making 
pleasant and genuine appeal to the reader's sympathy.

Bret Harte’s new story is cast in California, as 
usual, but not in the mines. The prologue goes back 
to that well-known San Francisco era when ‘the 
water came up to Montgomery Street.”’ It is during 
this period that the Ward of the Golden Gate becomes 
the subject of a peculiar trust, one of the members of 
which is the Mayor of San Francisco in his official capa- 
city. She is the child of a notorious woman who has 
grace enough left to desire that the girl shall grow up 
without knowledge of her parentage, and who dedi- 
cates the whole of a considerable fortune to this 
purpose. Of the two personal trustees, as they may 
be called for the sake of distinction, one is Colonel 
Pendleton, a very cleverly drawn old-style Southern 
gentleman, who holds that the ‘‘code of honor”’ is 
the only proper means of settling disputes, and who thus 
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undertakes to silence a rumor which has got abroad 
as to the identity of Miss Yerba Buena,—for that is 
the remarkable name bestowed upon the Ward of the 
Golden Gate, at the suggestion of the third trustee, 
young Paul Hathaway. The character of Colonel 
Pendleton is well conceived, and perhaps it is not the 
fault of the author if some of his traits recall Colonel 
Newcome. Certainly he has nothing in common 
with the general refinement and true Christian spirit 
of the latter; but he is a noble old fellow with all his 
profanity and his homicidal propensities, and, as the 
sequel shows, quite capable of the uttermost extent of 
self-sacrifice. 

The chief interest of the tale turns upon the 
efforts of Yerba Buena to discover who she really is. 
Of course there is somebody—apart from the trustees 
—who knows the truth; and asthe girl has become a 
great heiress, it is equally of course that rogues 
should try to entrap her into a marriage which will 
put her large fortune at their disposal. The author 
does not make it at all clear, however, why Colonel 
Pendleton allows Yerba to strike up so warm a friend- 
ship with the Buenas, who are at bottom no better than 
blackmailers, and there is a lack of art at this point. 

The story is one of the longest Mr. Harte has 
written, ‘‘ Gabriel Conroy "’ being, we think, the only 
one of his tales which exceeds it incompass. But it 
is a much better piece of work than ‘‘ Gabriel Conroy,” 
and still it does not come up to the expectations 
which the author's early work raised and seemed to 
justify. Just where Mr. Harte disappoints it is not by 
any means easy to specify. ‘‘The Ward of the 
Golden Gate” is a good novel; but one feels that it 
might be, and should have been, better than it is.

In a novel like ‘‘In Low Relief" it would be easy 
to pick out absurdities of expression and exaggerated 
utterances, especially in the speech and manner of 
John. Torrington (journalist), the hero of the story— 
an eccentric, bumptious being, to say noworse. Even 
in him there is a certain suspicion of human nature, 
however, some evidence of observation and experi- 
ence having gone to the making of him, though the 
process has somewhat run riot. The rest of the story, 
which is all about art life of a low grade, socially 
speaking, is clearly true to nature, and gives one, it 
not an altogether pleasant impression, at least an im- 
pression of reality. It is well focused throughout 
and well sustained ; no other phases are dragged in, 
and there is no paddihg whatever. The realm of 
studios of a certain sort and the types to be met in 
them are all the theme, and are sketched with a light 
hand, sometimes with a touch of humor. Inspite of 
the hero's affectations and really preposterous lan- 
guage, there is some energy in the story of his ordeal 
by love. As for Mary Morris (artists’ model), known 
as St. Priscilla, she is natural rather than overstrained, 
and she has certainly a good deal of charm about 
her. With plenty of faults the story possesses some 
merits —the principal one is that it is not like a hun- 
dred other stories; the author has a way of his own, 
and a different outlook on life from the ‘‘ first comer.”

IN THE VALLEY. By Harold Frederic. Illustrated 
by Howard Pyle.

Few of our so-called ‘historical novels”’’ have 
been as consistent and as true to a period as Mr. 
Frederic’s story. The “ valley,” which is the scene 
of most of the action, is that of the Mohawk, and the 
period includes both the French and Indian War and 
the Revolution. Incidentally, the author proves the 
historical fact, important, though seldom alluded to, 
that the Dutch farmers of the Mohawk Valley, with 
almost no assistance from the Continental army or 
the remaining militia of New York, stayed the great 
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invasion of British and Indians which at one time 
during the Revolution threatened to separate New 
England from the other colonies by gaining possession 
of the Hudson River. There are many interesting 
characters in the plot—British and colonial soldiers 
and officials, Albany burghers, Mohawk Valley 
farmers, including old General Herkeimer; Indians, 
hunters, old time villains, and a scion of royalty— 
but the action centres about two young men who love 
the same maid, one being a brave, brutal, British cub, 
who never doubts that he is a gentleman, while the 
other is a modest, taciturn, but great hearted and 
clear-headed Dutchman. The story proceeds leisurely 
and with a wealth of picturesque detail; evidently 
the author has studied the history of the period and 
locality in a spirit of loyalty and affection, for he has 
not let a scene escape his pen until he has given it 
every possible touch. The only fault of the tale is 
sombreness; it would seem that the author mi sht 
have introduced humor once in a while by way of 
relief, for not all of the descendents of the Dutch set- 
tlers could have been solemn. In spite of this fault, 


however, ‘In the Valley”’ is a notable story, and a 
valuable addition to stories of American life a century 
ago. Mr. Pyle’s illustrations add greatly to the attrac- 
tiveness and interest of the book. The story first

Daudet in his books deals ofien with phases of life 
which no modern English writer would be allowed to 
touch; he describes and records incidents and situa- 
tions risgué in the extreme with an actuality which in 
other hands would be an outrage and a desecration. 
These things do not shock the reader, because with 
Daudet they are the realities of life, realities elevated 
into distinction by the finest art and made deeply 
touching by the intensity of his human sympathy. 
In “ Kingsin Exile,” for instance, the whole story of 
the infidelities of the weak and amiable ex-King of 
Illyria, though utterly alien to English taste, will not 
offend, because they are shown to be so natural and 
so pitiable. Daudet has himself put on record the 
great trouble which the production of this novel gave 
him. The idea of writing some chapters in the his- 
tory of the many ‘‘ crowned heads”’ which the irony 
of fate, some few years ago, sent to seek a safe asylum 
in Paris, is one of the quaintest and most picturesque 
of his conceptions. In carrying it out he was inde- 
fatigable in his search for actual facts, details, and 
personages. The portrait of the Queen of Illyria was 
painted from the exiled Queen of Naples; Prince 
Axel was the Prince of Orange; the grandly described 
character—Elysée Méraut, journalist, teacher, Royal- 
ist, and patriot—was Constant Thérion, a famous 
haunter of the wine shops of the Quartier Latin in 
the latter days of the Third Empire. Tom Levis, the 
gasconading agent, and the snake-like Séphora Lee- 
mans were studies from the life, as also were the 
scenes amid which the story enacts itself. No more 
vivid and distinctive impressions of many phases of 
Parisian life—regal, literary, bohemian, sordid—can 
be found anywhere than are contained in “ Kings in 
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Exile,” no more pitiable picture has been drawn than 
that of the little King in embryo, and no nobler one 
than that of his mother, the Queen. The novel is 
not Daudet’s best—there are one ortwo more flaw- 
less—and yet it is a triumph of realistic fiction. This 
translation is faithful, but often inelegant.

KIRSTEEN. The Story of a Scotch Family Seventy 
Years Ago, By M. O. W. Oliphant. Harper’s Frank- 
lin Square Library, 8vo, paper, 30 cents; by mail, 32 
cents. 


The merit of Mrs. Oliphant’s latest story lies not in 
any strange path of incident or change of groove. To 
many people there will be almost a sameness in the 
accessories. An old Scotch country house, the inevi- 
table old servant, the maiden auni, ‘‘ Marg’ret”’ and 
“Miss Eelen,’’ the ponderous minister, the ailing 
wife, the “ long-leggit’’ laddies, the buxom girls—we 
have seen them or their like before. But the true 
human nature, in its infinite variety, which custom 
cannot stale, has seldom been more freshly treated 
by the veteran author. The fierce, wild figure of the 
laird, Drumcarro, the ‘‘auld slave-driver,’’ who has 
earned enough in dark regions of the West Indies to 
buy back a corner of the hereditary estate, is enough 
to give the book an air of originality. But it is in the 
contrasted characters of the three unmarried sisters 
and the simple tragedy of Kirsteen’s noble love that 
the central interest will be found. There is little inci- 
dent in the story. Kirsteen’s flight; the romantic, 
not altogether successful,energy with which she drags 
her married sister Ann (a limp,motherly body who has 
not in middle life outgrown the dread of the conse- 
quences of her ‘‘ mis-alliance’” with her doctor) to her 
dying mother’s bed; that mother’s death-bed, in 
which her gentle soul asserts itself over her husband's 
tyranny; the solemn function of Robbie's farewell 
supper; and the wild moments when Drumcarro 
pitches the intended seducer down the linn and 
‘hurts his hands,”’ are passages which dwell in the 
recollection, Atheneum.

‘‘Leah of Jerusalem” belongs to a class of tales 
founded on Bible history, of which ‘‘ The Prince ot 
the House of David’’ is probably the most widely 
known example. The present book embraces a period 
of nearly seventy years, beginning with the boyhood 
of Saul of Tarsus, whose subsequent education at 

Jerusalem under Gamaliel and vigorous persecution 

of the Nazarenes are described at some length. His 

conversion and ministrations, ending with his mar- 
tyrdom under Nero, all find a place in the narrative. 

Leah, who gives her nameto the story, is the daughter 

of a Jerusalem merchant, and after being taken pris- 

oner by brigands occupying the fastnesses about Jericho 
and compelled to marry the chief of the robber band, 
she is sent as a slave to Rome, where the remainder 
of her life is passed. Though of a distinctly religious 
type, this book is full of stirring adventure and inci- 
dent, the main features of life in the brigands’ cave 
and the persecutions of the Christians by Nero being 
specially well told.

Ghosts are so popular in all countries that a collec- 
tion of them, or of their literary presentments, should 
form ‘the most deliciously horrible and fascinating re- 
pulsive society that can be imagined. In ‘‘ Modern 
Ghosts"’ there are only seven, but each is an original 
that may confidently be commended as a disturber of 
dreams, if he be contemplated in silence in the half 
hour that immediately precedes bedtime. They differ 
as to nationality ; they are German, French, Italian 
and Spanish, and each is grewsomely interesting after 
his kind, but for some reason which is not announced 
the ancient Scotch ghost, to whom no other unquiet 
spirit can hold a candle, is given ‘the cold shoulder 
and is not allowed to appear. This is to be regretted, 
for he has a dismalness and a staying power which 
shows what oatmeal diet, insufficient bathing facilities, 
superabundant whisky and three hundred rainy days 
in the year can do toward disturbing the human mind 
and making people dream with their eyes open.

As Mr. Russell proceeds, in his literary 
career, he loses much of the salt flavor which made 
his first books so delightful; or perhaps the subject 
has been overdone. In this tale the most interesting 
feature is. the gradual. taming of ‘‘my shipmate 
Louise," through misfortune and propinquity. At 
first she isa haughty and arrogant young person, who 
thinks herself much too good “for human nature’s 
daily food ;”" but successive wrecks and other unpleas- 
antnesses take the nonsense out of her and bring her 
down to her bearings, as Mr. Russell would say ; and 
when the last adventure is finished she is no longer a 
‘‘curst Kate,” but a tamed and greatly improved 
shrew. ‘No lover of action and thrilling vicissitudes is 
likely to complain that his taste has been insufficiently 
ministered to in this novel.

A novel from the hands of a writer nearly unknown 
to English speaking people. Kraszewski was born in 
Warsaw 1n 1812, ot a family of long lineage.

He may be said to have been the father of 
the modern Russian school of fiction, since he was 
the predecessor of Tolstoi, Dostoyefski, and the rest ;

** The Jew " is laid in the time of the last insurrection 
of the Poles, during the days of Napoleon III. Poland 
had given the Jews shelter when it was denied them 
elsewhere.

In the 
first column historical events are entered; in the 
second, ‘‘ characteristics’’ of the time; in the third, 
writers, chronologically arranged with brief biography 
and criticism of them; in the fourth, their works, 
also with criticism. Only the principal works are 
given, and the remarks are often quoted, and usually 
from excellent sources. There is also an appendix 
in which omitted authors are listed, but without 
criticism, on the ground, apparently, that these are 
or have been known, but need not be seriously 
regarded. The principal value of the text lies in its 
condensed critical estimate of each author, which is 
unusually excellent, being catholic, temperate and 
well expressed. Sucha critical chart is unknown to 
us, and it may well be useful for reference and in 
study.

N. D. C. Hodges, of New York, has published the 
lectures of Professor D. G. Brinton on ethnography 
at the Academy of Natural Sciences in this city in 
the early months of the present year, in a neat 
volume, with the title of ‘‘ Races and Peoples.”” Of 
the two opening lectures one is devoted to the 
physical and the other to the psychical elements of 
ethnography. The third lecture treats of the begin- 
ning and subdivision of races. Dr. Brinton is a 
monogenist as well as an evolutionist, and he not 
only accepts but confirms Darwin's theory that our 
earliest progenitors were of African origin. This 
implies great changes in geographical outline in 
accordance with Huxley’s theory that the Sahara is 
an old sea bottom, under water within a compara- 
tively recent period. In the fourth and fifth lectures 
the various types of the white race, the Lybyo- 
Teutonic, the Cymric, the Celtic and the Euskaric 
are discussed, the South Mediterranean branch, 
including the Hamitic and Semitic peoples and the 
North Mediterranean, the Euskaric, Aryac and 
Caucasic stocks. Dr. Brinton vigorously controverts 
the theory that the Aryans are of Asiatic origin and 
denies to the Caucasians the honor so long credited 
to them of being the oldest and purest type of the 
white race. The remaining lectures are devoted to 
the African and Asian races, the aboriginal American 
tribes and the insular and litaral peoples It will 
thus be seen that the volume covers the whole 
domain of ethnography. It is, in consequence, rather 
an outline of the science than a treatise, but the work 
is indispensable to the student who requires an intelli- 
gent guide to a course of ethnographic reading.

Mr. A. B. Bach, in his ‘‘ Art Ballad,’’ has made a 
valuable addition to the literature of the musical 
world, especially as to the vocal part of it. He has 
gone most thoroughly into his subject, and has pro- 
duced an interesting account of the differences 
between songs, ballades, romanzes, etc. He also 
analyses carefully all Loewe’s principal ballades, and 
gives very interesting, though short, accounts of 
Loewe's and Schubert's lives. Mr. Bach's principal 
object has been to make Loewe, ¢he great art ballad 
composer, better known to the English musical world, 
and he has, to a considerable extent, succeeded; at 
any rate, few people will read his book without having 
a great desire aroused to hear the ballades he men- 
tions sung. Itis doubtful whether ordinary readers 
would care for all the early and more technical part 
of his book.

Undoubt- 
edly the fair author suffered by the desertion of her 
fine French lover, and nobody that we have ever 
heard of has intimated that she wrote merely for 
literary effect. Still, the poignancy of her grief did 
not prevent her from writing very carefully and very 
well, and we do believe that she found some relief in 
the composition of her letters, just as hundreds of 
lovers in all ages have found a measure of solace for 
the pangs of despised affection in the hard labor of 
putting the joints of asonnet together. Itis some two 
hundred and twenty years now since the Marquis of 
Chamilly—he was only the Count of St. Leger at the 
time, and only twenty-five years old—went sailing 
off to Portugal as a Captain of King Louis‘s auxil- 
iaries, to fight with the Portuguese in a war against 
Spain, and shortly went sailing home again wearing 
the poor nun’s heart upon his sleeve, The ‘ Love 
Letters ’’ are pretty old, as time is reckoned, but the 
sentimentality that isin them preserves their bloom, 
and it is possible that they will never die. It is not 
quite sure, it should perhaps be said, that the Marquis 
of Chamilly ever did jilt a nun in Portugal, and it is 
not quite sure thata nun really did write the ‘‘ Love 
Letters,”’ or that Marianna Alcaforado was the nun 
who was alleged to be jilted and who was believed to 
have written them, The historical part of the story is 
somewhat shadowy, but it may be true, and certainly 
anybody would be foolish not to believe it, if by be- 
lieving he could derive from the perusal of the letters 
any additional joy.
